events which have transpired since the time of 
Luther’s Reformation, analyzes the spirit of 
that Reformation, and traces it in all the Revo- 
lutions which have since occurred. He marks 
the steady progress of truth, in spite of the 
fierce and unceasing hostility she has met with; 
exults in the steadiness and stateliness of her 
course, and joyfully predicts her future tri- 
umphs. While reading his remarks on the 
causes of the different Revolutions which have 
taken place since the Reformation, we could 
not help deducing the general truth that no 
government can be considered stable uffless the 
principles on which that government is fonnd- 
ed are carried out into all departments of its 
policy, and all branches of its socicty; unless 
theyre the faith of the individual citizen as 
well as the practice of the civil officer. The 
momeft tit it permils the existence and 
growth of an institution whose spirit and ten 
dency is incompatible with its own, that mo- 
ment a warfare commences between the two 
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hostile agencies, a warfare uncompromising 
and unceasing, until one shall fall before the 
superior power of the other. Whenever a gov- 
ernment is blind cnough to cherish such an in> 
stitution, it takes a viper to its bosom which 
will repay its protection by fixing its envenom- 
ed fangs on the heart which warmed it into 
life. If this institution has been long tolerat- 
ed, and has become widely spread, and is of 
such w nature as to affect intimately the social 
relations of the people, it will take a stronger 
hold of their passions, and ‘dentily itself more 
immediately and apparently with their inte- 
rests than the government can possibly do, and 
by these means it will wield an influence al 

ways formidable, and frequently subversive of 
all opposition. “Combine,” says Macauley, “a 
press like that of London with a government 
like that of St. Petersburgh, and the inevitable 
consequence will be, an explesion that will 
shake the world.”

Our thanks are due to Commodore Sloat and 
Lieut. W. ©. Pease for the following narrative 
of disasters at Key West and the yicinity’da 
ring the 11th inst... The destreuén effected 
by this calamitous vigifation is ni unprece 
dented. Key West has been completely devas- 
tated, while a Vast amount of shipping has 
been wrecked and destroyed. All the ware- 
houses on the islind were either blown down or 
unroofed, and of the six hundred houses but six 
have escaped the effects of the tempest. The 
current ran threagh the town at the rate of siz 
miles an hour, and was five feet in depth. .The 
Lighthouses at Key West and Sand Key are all 
washed away, and not a vestige is left to mark 
the spot where they stood. Among the ship- 
ping the havoc was frightful. The Barracks 
were but slightly injured, the chimneys blown 
off the roofs. 

The U.S. brig Perry, Lieut. Blake command- 
ing, having on board Commodore Sloat, went 
ashore near Sombrero shoal, inside the reef, 
with both masts gone, anchor, guns, &c., thrown 
overboard, She lay in ten feet water, aud might 
be got off.

The Coolies in Trinidad, 

In the last number of the Anti-Slavery Re- 
porter, we find a number of regulations pre- 
scribed by the Governor of the Island, concern- 
ing these unfortunate and involuntary immi- 
grants from India, which the English govern- 
ment, to gratify the cupidity of the planters, 
has been transporting into the West Indies 
These regulations, descending to’ the most 
minute affairs, of employment and wages, es- 
tablishe a system of subjection of laborers to 
capitalists, scarcely less despotic or cruel, than 
that which establishes between them the rela- 
tion of absolute property. ‘They are to be di- 
vided into gangs of 25 or 50; wages partly in 
money, and partly in food, are to be given ac- 
cording to specifications; the kinds and quan 
tity of clothing and the hours of labor are fixed; 
none ure to be employed, except such as havea 
prescribed certificate from a former employer, 
and none are allowed the right of locomotion, 
except under the protection of a pass, specify- 
ing the name, the period of leave, and the lo- 
cality to be visited. Whatever may have been 
the ostensible reason for the project, its direct 
and palpable effect is the protection of the rich 
planter and capitalist, and the oppression of the 
poor and igrorant laborer. ‘The true results of 
emancipation cannot be understood and will 
not be developed unless it is left to itself. Such 
unnatural and hostile interference by legisla- 
tion cannot fail to be productive of the worst 


consequences, ¥* 


‘The Slave Trade, 

A correspondent of the London ‘Times as- 
serts that all the armed etlorts made by Eng- 
land to suppress the African slave trade, have 
only increased its horrors, and that the only 
effectual means to destroy it, is‘to induce Brazil 
to d clare the traffic piraey. The trade, we 
think, will co exist with the system. Wherever 
there is a demand there will be a supply; and 
no market will ever go neglected, not even that 
for the purchase and sale of human flesh. As 
long as there are men not too humane to be 
slave-owners, Christians not too pious to defend 
them, and republicans not to democratic to 
honor and praise them, there will be wretches 
vile enough to pander to their conveniences, 
even though the law declares it piracy. *

Nature will vindicate herself, in spite of the 
follies of men. ‘The statistical disclosures 
made since the repeal of the Corn Laws, have 
demonstrated the fallacy of the logic and put 
to shame the predictions of all those restric- 
tionists who would have attempted to make 
this country grow rich by feeding nobody but 
itself. ‘The agricultural interest of the coun- 
try having once felt the beneficent impulses of 
free trade, can never be persuaded to surrender 
them. ‘lhe London correspondent of the New 
York Coufier-and-Rnquirer sayy that the for. 
mers of the great corn growing States may de. 
pend on a permanent demand for Indian corn at 
about 30s. per quarter, equal to 95 or 100 
centsa bushel in England or 60 cents in New 
York. He says the demand is now for haman 
food, but in ordinary times it will be wanted 
partly for the people and partly for animals to 
supply the greatly increased demand for butch. 
er’s meat. ‘The following from the Emancei- 
pator shows our exports of breadstuffs to Eng- 
land this year and last year, with the rate in 
crease. 

Our Export of Breadstuffs.—The Whig

Ist, That American flour and wheat cannot 
compete with the grain of Northern Europe, 
in the British markets; 2d, that Indian Corn 
cannot be exported to Great Britain; 3dly, that 
the repeal of the Corn Laws cannot benefit in 
the slightest degree our agriculturists, because 
the English demand for our product will be so 
insigniticant. 

Now, we find that the demand is very great, 
that immense quantities of Indian Corn are 
actually exported, that neither the North of 
Europe nor the Black Sea can compete at all 
with us, that the Home Market is incapable ol 
consuming the mass of food grown in the West, 
and that even a famine in Europe can be sup 

plied by our prairies. We give the following 
table of breadstufls exported from the port of 
New York for eight months, from the Ist of 
January, 1845 and 1846:

The enenty perhaps have suffcred.as much.— 
We have got possession of two or three of their 
provinces, which have been annexed by paper 
proclamations. Nearly, if not quite, one hun- 
dred millions of dollars have been spent. And 
yet we have not conquered a peace! Some of 
the blastering chivalry in Congress, promised 
that we should be reveling in the halls of the 
Montezumas in less than three months. We 
are at Monterey, at the end of nine months, 

some six hundred miles at least, from the eapi- 
tul. Each step that has been taken, has cost 
much blood and money, and the difficulties of 
proceeding farther increase with every advance 
that is made. We think it not unlikely that 
many of the developments of the campaign 
have astonished the President and his Cabinet, 
as much, if not more than any one else. We 
think it probable, from the haughtiness with 
which they treated every offer on the part of 
the Mexican government, to make a treaty of 
peace, that they thought it could not be made 
to resist. In this they were deceived. We 
doubt not, they thought that California and 
New Mexico and the country between the 
Nueces and the Rio Grande, could be annexed 
us peaceably ag was ‘lexas, In this they 
wersmnistakembn, ey thought doubtless, that 
the first appearance of an American army i 
Mexican ‘l'erritory, would compel the govern- 
ment to sue for peace on such terms as they 
chose to grant. In this they have miscalcula- 
ted. They excepted Yucatan from the blockade, 
und have acknowledged their disappointment, 
by now including it. ‘They suffered Santa 
Anna to return home, under the idea of using 
him to betray his country and her interests into 

their hands, and now find him, after having 

infused hope and secured union among his di- 

vided countryinen, at the head of the largest 

and best appointed army that they have yet 

brought into the field. ‘They thought that at 

the sight of the American standard, the op- 

pressed inhubjtauts would greet it as their de- 

liverer, and that their involuntary militia 

would flee, in fright, at the first sound of an 

American gun. On the contrary they have 

found the Mexican populace burning with in-

Slave Casein New York, 

The following report of a late interesting 
case, which has created a great deal of excite- 
ment in New York, we take from the Tele- 
graph. The slave escaped from Savannah by 
secreting himself on board a vessel, and was 
not discovered till they were out at sea. After 
his liberation by the decision, any further at- 
tempt upon his liberty, is an outrage which 
none but slave pirates could be guilty of. 


The Slave Case.—The slave Buckley was 
liberated yesterday morning, by the decision of 
Judge Edmonds. ‘The excitement of the colored 
population was intense, and large crowds were 
collected ‘in Ann and Naassau streets—who 
tedtified their jo by'theers, speéclies, and oth- 
er testimonials a ai similar character. After 
his liberation, his Honor ‘the Mayor issued a 
warrant for the arrest and detention of the slave, 
and the Captain of the vessel offered fifty de}- 
lars for his’ re-capture. Ahont five o'clock in 
the evening he was disgovered, seereted jn a 
box which, and the eart to convey him to parts 
unknown, had been promptly provided hy his 
zealous friends; but the lynx-eyes of the offi- 
cers rendered abortive the ingenious and phi- 
lanthropic exertions of his friends to spirit him 
away, and the poor fellow was consequently 
again subjected to “durance vile.” Weare no 
abolitionists, but since the decision of the 
Judge, we can only say, there is no propriety 
in any further detention of the slave. :

Issues und Indications in Ma- 
ryland, 

There were issues and indications in the late 
Election, which probably escaped the notice of 
the multitude.

Many vessels will 
doubtless get ashore, from the fact of Sand Key 
lighthouse being gone. 

Dead bodies were oecasionally being dug out 
from under the yuins, and no one can tell how 
many there are remaining. As faras has been 
ascertained fifty persons have lost their lives, 
and it is singylar that so few are dead or in 
jured, when We remeniber that the air was full 
of boards, timber, slate, @e., and buildings 
falling in every direction. Stone itself could 
not withstand the galc, and every thing seemed 
to be going to destruction. Many persons es- 
caped in boats and held on to trees, expecting 
every moment to be washed away. The scene 
was awfal beyond all power of description.— 
N. O. Bee.

It involved the freedom of a 
colored woman, named Maria Wilson, ber nine 
children and several grand-children. ‘The 
facts, as contended for by the parties, arey’that 
between 40 and 50 years ago, the administra- 
tion of Sarah Worthington, who died in Balti 
more co. about the year 1804, sold a slave wo- 
man named Hannah, to Joshua Richards, now 
deceased, for the balance of her term of servi- 
tude, said to be 8 years—that at the time of 
sale Hannah had an infant about § months old, 
which infant (Maria, the present petitioner) 
was admitted by the administration from mo- 
tives of humanity to pass into the possession of 
Joshua Richards, with an understanding that 
Richirds was to have the services of Maria for 
a reasonable time, to compensate himself for 
the troublé and inconvenienceéf sdpporting 
Maria asin infant through thé stages’ 6f child- 
liood, until she should be of use—that Maria 
remained ‘with Mr.” Richards ‘upwards of 30 
years, Was married, with his appyobation, toa 
¢olored yan named Hepry Wilspn, had ¢hild- 
ren, and some 2 or 15 years since, with the 
approbation and consent of Mr. Richards, left 
him, and has since lived with her hasband, by 
whom she had the large family spokep of, and 
which jow farm the subject of the present can- 
troversy. The defendants, on the other hand, 
contend that Hannah and her child Maria were 
sold to Mr. Richards, as slaves for a term of 
years, and that all the children of Maria are 
slaves for life; thut as such they were cl .imed 
by Mr. Richards in his life-time, bequeathed by 
him in his will, and as such claimed by the heirs 
of Joshna Richards, who, since his death, ar- 
rested and put them into the jail of Hope H. 
Slatter, who purchased John, one of the peti- 
tioners, end uppn whose case this issue was 
made. A great deal of interesting testimdny 
was given on boy sidek, driqafruments jade 
hefoye the egurt, ypor seyera] propositions of 
law. At length the euse was argued before the 
jury, who retired at 4 o’clock on Monday af- 
ternoon, and after being locked up for 24 hours, 
returned with a verdict of freedom for the peti- 
tioners, On the announcement of the verdict, 
the defendant’s counsel filed a motion for a new 
trial, which we suppose will be argued at afi 
early day.

inhuman Treaimeni, 

We saw yesterday morning at the Clerk’s 
Office of the City Court, one of the most revolt- 
ing cases of brutality which we have ever seen 
exhibited. A small colored boy about 12 years 
of age, named Charles Anderson, was brought 
to the office by his‘father, to claim the protec- 
tion of the laws, undey the following circum- 
stances. He had been bound out, when about 
8 yeays of age, ta a iman named Jacob Hardner, 
who lives in Camden street, between Charles 
and Light streets, and who is emplayed on the 
Philadelphia Rail Road, and has remained with 
him until within afew days past. The boy 
has ran away trom him several times, as he 
alleges, on agcount of cruel treatment, and on 
‘Tuesday last ran away again, when his father 
took him back to Hardner on Wednesday, 
when, 48 the boy states, Hardner placed an 
iron band around his body, with a chain, to 
Which Was attached a heavy iron weight, and 
then fastened him up in a room, after cutting 
him with a cowhide ina shameful manner. 
The boy escaped on Tharsday evening, having 
cut off the iron weight, and fled to his father, 
Who, astonished at his appearance, and unable 
to get the band and chain off, kept him all 
night and brought him 10 the Clerk’s office yes- 
terday morning. ‘lhe band was about an inch 
in width, and was evidently nade with an in- 
tention of being riveted on, but being too 
amall, the master was compelled to fasten it 
with a padlock. A heavy trace chain was at- 
tached to the band, one end of which showed 
that it had been broken off, as the boy had stat- 
ed. His arms and beck exhibited the deep, 
gases made by the cowhide, and on bis fore. 
wead and chin wasalsua degp gash, made by 
cutting him over the head. His back likewise 
‘xhibited junumerable scars, where he had 
been previously cut with a cowhide, but which 
had healed up. ‘The iron band was fastened sq 
tight around his person, just above the hips, 
that his respiration was at tiases painful and 
difficult. Mr. Logis Servary, when the boy 
was brought to the office, immediately interes: 
ted himself, ‘with praiseworthy philanthropy, 
in his behalf, and filed a petition for hiny ta {he 
Judges of the Baltimore City Court. ‘The ay 
lowing is a copy of th petition: j 
To the Hoy.

farther account of the excitement, with ex- 
tracts from some of the Greek newspapers, rela- 
tive to the matter, which are very racy, and re- 
mind usof a certain kind of articl.s which 
have on different occasions, s,oken forth the 
popular sentiment ona subject, as unpopular 
in this country, as Mr. King’s “blasphemy” 
seems tobe in Greece. He underwent a trial 
by jury at Syra, for publishing a book. There 
was a threatening movement of the people 
there, which is rebuked, by the Minerva, said 
to be the most liberal paper in Greece, in the 
following characteristic way:— 

“But however, the thing may be, we are com- 
pelled to oppose the disorderly movement of 
the populace in Syra, and to observe toher mer- 
chants that they onght never to permit such se- 
ditious movements, because they vitally injure 
their reputation and their interest.’ 


Not that mobs are wrong, unjust, iniquitous, f 


but they are not respectable, and might injure 
their mercantile standing! ‘To a respectable 
and gentlemanly mob such as destroyed the 
True American, there could not, of course, be 
any objection. 

The “Hope,” another paper, expresses itself 
after this fashion:— 


“There are in Greece, many holy apostles, 
venerable men, Hill, Robertson, Hildner, &c., 
useful to the place by their good deeds, refrain- 
ing from proselytism, and confining themselves 
to the education of the children of the poor peo- 
ple. Only this King makes it his business to 
disturb our community, by blasphemous books 
and by efforts of proselytigm. Greece is small 

‘ and undistinguished; but she has the great su- 
periority ef religious toleration, which one 
does not mect with in the most enlightened na- 
tions. 

Venerating the religion of-his fathers, the 
Greek regards, at the same time, with brother 
ly love both the Catholic and the Protestant, 
the Calvanist and the Lutheran, the Turk and 
the Armenian and the Hebrew. In Greece re- 
ligion is considered as a matter of conscience; 
and the constitution made no difference, as to 
political rights, between the orthodox inhabi- 
tants and any other rite. No one ever thought 
of raising religious questions in Greece. Is it 
not then a crime of treason for aman of anoth- 
er nation, whose Satanic deeds excited against 
him Smyrna, whence by night he escaped una- 
voidable stoning, to dare in such a communi- 
ty to seek to begct scandal, mocking the dog- 
ma of our religion, blaspheming even the most 
holy Mother of God herself? If our government 
should be indifferent, Jet this blasphemous 
(man) reflect, that the Greek people, tolerating

Siavery in WWexico, 

An impression is being industriously spread 
by the Pro-Texas, Pro-Slavery, Pro-villany 
pre:ses that slavery exists in Mexico, of even a 
worse character than that of the United States. 
It is the same sort of bait offered to hangry 
Northern consciences, as was that by A. H. 
Everett in his letter on Annexation; that the 
measure would tend to the abolition of slavery 
in the present slave States. We give a des- 
cription of it by a writer in the Washington 
Union, which we have seen going the rounds 
Our readers can see the charac- 
ter of it from the writer’s description, suppos- 
ing him to be strictly correct. 


“Perhaps some of my readers will start at the 
idea of Mexican slavery, when the subject has 
sv recently been discussed in the papers, and so 
much feeling manifested lest the free citizens 
of Mexico should come within the bonds of Uni- 
ted States slavery. But, says one, it is volun- 
tary slavery! Ifit beso, it is ten times more 
oppressive than any system which exists in 
this country. Indeed, it is common for a man, 
in speaking of his thacienda’ to name the Value 
of his ‘moses; and there is not an ‘hacienda’ in 
all Mexico, whether of log wood, cattle, tobacco, 
or corn, but the men are valued at from three 
to four hundred dollars apiece, aud many times 
have I been solicited to buy a man, by himself, 
as they prefer “foreign masters to their own 
countrymen. Indeed, having occasion for a ser- 
vant in the interior of Chiapas, I was compelled 
to purchase one for $400, whom I paid regular 
wages for two months, and then sold him again 
for the same price. It is true they havea 
choice of masters, if they can find any to pay 
their debt, but if not, there is no alternative 
but to remain with their master, as they can 
never consent to pay a debt of $400, I never 
knew of but one instance of a man releasing 
himself from slavery. It is well known that 
every town in Mexico has its patron Saint de 
la grande Cindad hasta el minimimo pueblito, and 
its anniversary is kept in the usual manner of 
gambling and cock-fighting. ‘his man hap- 
pened to be successful at play, winning some- 
thing like $600. The next morning he brought 
ine $400, saying that he believed he would be 
airee man. ‘The following day, having been 
unsuccessful at play, he came to me again and 
wanted the $400 to become again my slave, but 
I told him I did not want him; consequently he 
sold himself to some one else for $200. A 
‘nos’ if he or she absent himself or herself 
irom the hacienda, without permission of the 
overseer, receives twenty five lashes.” 

Such was the actual condition of the Mexi 
cans when the American army entered Mata- 
moros. Buta mighty change has been brought 
about. Slavery has been abolished. When we 
first entered Matamoros, and the services of a 
Mexican were needed, application had to be 
made to theie masters, who hired them oat 
from ten, fifteen to twenty dollars. The sums 
which they owed their master’ were various, 
but whatever they might be, under their own 
Government and laws, it would have been suffi 
cient to have held them in bondage through 
life, and entailed like bondage upon their chil- 
dren—the offspring being always held for the 
debts of the parents. A debt once contracted 
it wae impossible ever to pay, No means were 
afforded them to cancel it. Two or three dol- 
lars per month was the extent at which their 
services were valued. Everything they receiv- 
ed from their masters was charged to their ac- 
count. Ii sick, the loss of service and medical 
attendance wasadded on. If plate, cup, sfogn, 
chair, table, or any other article belonging. to 
tle master’s house was broken or lost, no mat- 
ter if the master or his wife or children broke 
or lost it, to the servant’s indebtedness it was 
placed. When he or she died, the funeral ex- 
penses were likewise added to the indebtedness, 
and carried forward to the account of their 
children. Thus were they held in endless sla- 
very, unless by theft or murder they could pos- 
sess themselves of sufficient money to purchase 
their freedom. The many opportunities af- 
forded them to acquire money since the occu. 
pation of this city by the Americans, have ena- 
bled the slaves to cancel all their obligations 
to their masters, and, with very few exceptions, 
all are now free. Much of the ill-feeling that 
exists against uson the pait of the wealthier 
portion of the inhabitants, has been engendered 
by the loss of their slaves. Their former ser- 
vants will no longer work for them. They 
will not or cannot come up to the rate of wages 
offered by the Americans, and even if they did, 
their former slaves would prefer serving their 
new employers. We have heard it stated thai 
even the lady of the gentlemanly, all-powerful, 
and right honorable Alcalde, is now forced to 
do the drudgery of her own kitchen, and we are 
likewise informed that she makes excellent 
tortillas. No wonder, when they are patted 
into shape by her delicate hands. We would 
be tempted to taste one of the things ourselves, 
if we were certain it had been squeezed through 
her fingers. 


This may all seem bad enough, and if true, 
is certainly so. It seems to be a system devised 
to secure the payment6f debts, and js somewhat 
less unreasonable and barbarous than the now 
obsolete system of imprisonment fgr debt. By 
this, the unfortunate debtor, was not only 
denied the right of locomotion, but was de- 
prived of every opportunity of paying off his 
obligations. But however revojting it may ap- 
pear, and the writer seems to think the Ameri- 
cans deserve some credit for having uninten- 
tionally abolished it, it really lacks all those 
worst features, which make American slavery 
the most detestable and inhuman form of op- 
pression, that the world ever saw. Under the 
Mexican system it is not one race preying upon 
another. All who were liable to become in- 
debted, were also liable to be enslaved. Under 


of the papers. 





the American system, it is impossible legally 





for the slave ever to acquire anything to part- 
chase himself, for he is, with all that he is, and 
has, and can make, the property of his master. 
The difference between the systems is just 
In Mexico, the debtor has to labor for 
his creditor. Here the creditor works for his 
debtor, for the master, in all cases, owes a debt 
to the slave, which we fear, he will spend eter- 
nity in paying. But what we intended par- 
ticularly to say about this, was, that if such a 
state of things existed as wae described, it 
must be, not by virtue of, but in contempt and 
defiance of the law. No such thing as slavery 
exists in Mexico. It has long since been abol- 
ished. Had it not been, Texas would not in 
all probability have revolted, for it was to se- 
care to her citizens the right of enslaving their 
fellows, that she declared her independence 
and sought protection under the wing of the 
great and free confederacy of this Union. We 
give the following extracts of the decrees and 
ordinances of the Mexican government, abol- 
ishing slavery throughout their territories. 
Extract from the Law of October 14th, 1823. 
Article 21, Foreigners who bring slaves with 
them, shall obey the Laws established upon the 
matter, or which shall hereafter be established. 
Decare or Jury, 13, 1824. 
Prohitntion of the Commerce and Traffic in Slaves. 
The Sovereign General Constituent Congress 
of the United Mexican States has held it right 
to decree the following: 

1. The commerce and traffic in slaves, pro- 
ceeding from whatever power, and under what- 
ever flag, is forever prohibited, within the ter- 
ritories of the United Mexican States. 

2. The slaves, who may be introduced con- 
trary to the tenor of the preceding article, 
shall remain free in consequence of treading 
the Mexican soil. , 

3. Every vessel, whether national or foreign, 
in which slaves may be transported and intro- 
duced into the Mexican territories, shall be 
confiscated with the rest of its curgo—and the 
owner, purchaser, captain, master, and pilot, 
shall suffer the punishment of ten yeurs’ con- 
finement. 

‘Nhe Constitution of Coahuila and Texas, pro- 
mulgated on the 11th of March, 1827, also eon- 
tains this important article: 

“13. In this State no person shall be born a 
slave after this Constitution is published in the 
capital of each district, and six months there- 
after, neither will the introduction of slaves be 
permitted under any pretext.” ’

Decree or PresipeNt GUERRERO. 
Abolition of Slavery. 

The President of the United MexicanStates, 
to the inhabitants of the Repablic— 

Be it known: That in the year 1829, being 
desirous of signalizing the anniversary of our 
Independence by an act of national Justice and 
Beneticence, which may contribute to the 
strength and support of such inestimable wel- 
lare,as to secure more and more the public 
tranquility, and reinstate an unfortunate por- 
tion of our inhabitants in the sacred rights 
srasited them by nature, and may be protected 
by the nation, under wise and just laws, ac- 
cording to the provision in article 30 of the 
Constitutive act;-availing myself of the extra-j 
ordinary faculties granted me, I have thought 
proper to decree: ; 

i. That slavery be exterminated in the re- 
public. : 

2. Consequently those are free, who, u po 
this day, have been looked upon as slaves. 

3. Whenever the circumstances of the pub- 
lic treasury will allow it, the owners of slaves 
shall be indemnified, in the manner which the 
laws shall provide. 

Mexico, 15th Sept. 1829, A. D.

[Translation of part of the law of April 6th, 
1330, prohibiting the migration of citizens of 
the United States to Texas. ] 

Art. 9. On the northern frontier, the entrance 
of foreigners shall be prohibited, under all pre- 
texts whatever, unless they be furnished with 
passports, signs by the agents of the republic, 
at the places whence they proceed. 

Art. 10, There shall be no variation with re- 
gard to the colonies already established, nor 
with regard to the slaves that may be in them; 
but the general government, or the particular 
state government, shall take care, under the 
strictest responsibility, that the colonization laws 
be obeyed, and that No MORE SLAVES BE INTRO- 
DUCED. 

Cotonization Laws or CoaHTILA AND TEXas. 

Art. 35. The new settlers, in regard to the 
introduction of slaves, shall be subject to laws 
which now exist, and which shall hereafter be 
made on the subject. ; 

Art. 36. The servants and laborers which, in 
future, foreign colonists shall introduce, shall 
not, by force of any contract whatever, remain 
bound to their service a longer space of time 
than ten years. ? , :

Prot. Mitchells Lecture on Friday 
Evening. 

We thiak that Prof. Mitchell must have 
been much pleased to witness the large assem). 
bly gathered in the new Hall to hear the Lec- 
ture delivered on Friday evening. The Hall 
was well filled. Weshould think that there 
were at least seven hundred persons present. 
If we may be permitted to make a suggestion, 
we would advise that the rostrum be moved to 
the side of the Hall. There is less reverberation 
in sound proceeding from that place. As it 
was, the speaker was somewhat indistinctly 


heard. 

The Lecturer commenced by saying that he 
could not refrain from noticing a few things in 
regard to the new Hall. It was in theold Hall 
that the first announcement of the project of 
the Observatory was made. He saw among 
the audience many who had been present at 
that announcement. He could wel] remember 
his feelings when he saw the flames arise from 
the old building. The evening before, a draft 
had returned to him unhonored. He knew not 
where to look for relief from his embarrass- 
ments, and when he saw the flames, it seemed 
as if he saw his prospect for the future, his 
hope of fame, his means of daily support, dis- 
sipating in the smoke as it ascended to heaven. 
But, and he spoke it to the honor of the city, 
a short time, and the building arose more mag- 
nificent than at first, and now, he was able to 
speak of his projects complete in its new and 
noble Hall. He hoped to see the time when 
the College should be filled with students 
when it should havea faculty that should bring 
it honor from the West and from the East. 

Recurring to the subject of his Lecture, he 
suid that it seemed to him-thet the progress of 
Astronomy might be made the measure of the 
progress of the human mind. In the beginning 
it was a science of observation. Then came 
the days of beautiful hypothesis and subtle 
theory. Slowly materials weregathered. The 
telescope was invented and the mighty mass of 
facts waited tu be arranged by the gigantic 
mind of Kepler. After years of toil he brought 
forth his first proposition or law, “that all the 
planets revolve in elipses of which the sun is 
one of the foci.” Again he labored and estab- 
lished the fact “that if a lime be drawn from the 
sun to one of the planets, it would in-sweeping 
round the sun, pass over equal spaces in equal 
times.” Yet again he toiled and at last elab- 
orated his last great law, “that thesquare of the 
distance of ong planet is to the square of the 
distance of another, ag ie cybe of the periodic 
time of the one is to the cube of the periodic 
time of the other.” When he had completed 
his book he broke forth, in language which in 
any one else would be frenzy, “J will not re- 
strain myself, I wits. triumph, the Book is writ- 
ten, 1 care not if I wait an hundred years for a| 
reader, since God has waited five thousand for a 
revealer.” When Newton at last promulged 
his great discovery, that all matter attracted all 
other matter directly as the mass and inverse- 
ly as the square of the distance, itseemed as if 
there was nothing more needed. But as yet

The diameter of the new planet, as éstima= 
ted, is not far from 40,000, wand its distance 
pfrom thé sun, 3,600,000,000 of miles. That we 
may have some idea of this world the Profes 
sor stated that all the interior planets would 
be invisible, while the Sun would appear no 
larger than does Venus to us. 

But would the fixed stars appear differently? 
No! the same unvarying scene would present 
itself. Would it change if we could course 
with the speed of light for ten years through 
the abyss and reach Sirius? No! Could we 
alter the view?) That we could! We can go 
out beyond all these shining worlds and look 
back uponthem. We can determine the figure 
of our own cluster of stars; we can decide upon 
their motion. 

To explain how this can be, to tell how we 
measure the distance of the stars, to speak of 
the center of this universe, would be what he 
would commence to lay before them on next 
Friday evening.

Coloredj Seamen, 

The following statistics relative to colored 
seamen, will be interesting, taken in connec- 
tion with those laws of the Southern States, 
which imprison any free colored person found 
in any port, provided they are not on British 
vessels. We find them in a communication to 
the Anti-Slavery Standard. The cry once was, 
“Free Trade and Sailor’s Rights.” Has its 
echo died out of the American heart?- 


A fair inference from the above can be drawn 
to insure a correct estimate. There are more 
than séve@ hundred persons engaged in the 
whale fishery, cach vessel averaging one col- 
ored officer. ’ I have known some ships to have 
second mate, and three boat-steerers; others to 
have chief, mate and two boat-steerers. ‘There 
are, without exception, any quantity of colored 
men constantly employed as offieers out of the 
different whaling ports—sufficient, in my hum. 
ble opinion, to warrant the following table:—

In 1836, the brig a States,” owned, 
and entirely manned and officered by colored 
men, sailed from New Bedford on a whaling 
voyage, and returned in 1837, partially success- 
ful, re-fitted and sailed on the second voyage, 
which was unfortunately interrupted by the 
vessel’s being unseaworthy. The effort, how- 
ever, gave satisfactory evidence of the colored 
man’s ability tojavigate vessels to any part of 
the world. It is not necessary for me to refer 
to this as an evidence what colored seamen can 
do. Facts, ove*helming facts, can be given, 
if required, thet for thirty years colored men 
more or less have been in command of vessels 
without any material intermission.

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New .¥ork Slave Case, 

The following from the New York Tribune 
will show the offing of the slave case in that 
city. 

“The Slave Case.—Judge Edmonds gave a 
decision this forenoon on the second arrest of 
the boy George Kirk. The Judge considers 
the law of this State unconstitutional, inas- 
much as it is not intended as a Police regula- 
tion to prevent pauperism, &c., but operates 
solely in relation to the Captain of the vessel, 
to save him from'penalty, should any such ex- 
ist, in another State; and does not even provide 
that the master shall restore the slave to the 
owner. As respects the Captain, the Court 
does not considcr that he can be made amena- 
ble to fany penalty in Georgia, hiving done 
every thing in hjs power, &c. The Court or- 
dered that the boy shonld be discharged, at 
which there was much applause from the. audi- 
ence, the Court endeavoring, in vain, toprevent 
it. The Court room was thronged with specta- 
tors, among* whom were a number of ladies. 
Mr. Jay rose and stated that the boy has had a 
warrant served on him, sued out by the State, 
for assault and battery, aud asked thata safe 
conduct should be afforded him to the Mayor's 
office, in order that bail may be put in. The 
boy was not haought down from prison, so that 
less excitement existed on the subject than 
was observable on the previous day. 

“P,.S.—The parties afterward met in the 
Mayor's office, when the complaints for assault 
and battery were withdrawn, mutual releases 
exchanged, and the boy discharged.” 

The same paper has the annexed well timed 
and just remarks, upon the counsel engaged in 
the cause. Let every lawyer, let every magis- 
trate, let every constable, let every State officer 
of high or low degree, recollect, that his inter- 
ferene@in favor of the slave catcher isa volun- 
tary one; that neither the Constitution nor any 
law imposes any such unworthy conduct upon 
him asa duty; that ifhe acts at all, he willing- 
ly lends himself and his station, to deprive a 
fellow-being of a natural, inalienable right to 
the greatest of God’s blessings—Frgeepom. Let 
the press speak out, as only in this case the 
Tribune has dared to do, and call this thing of 
slave-hunting by jts right name, and we shall 
fewer instances of this prostitution of our soil: 
to complain of. As & witty and eloquent 
speaker once said, do say we, “fet every man 
skin his own skunk.”

Terrific Storm at Havana, 

Great destruction of property and loss of Life 

—Fifty-two Vessels sunk and a large number 

dismasted—Destruction of the Sugar and 

Coffee crop, &c. 

By the brig Cybelle, Capt. Merrille, arrived 
at Savannah, the “Georgian” has advices from 
Havana to the 20th ult. From an extra to the 
Savannah Georgian, dated Oct. 29,7 P. M., we 
make the following extracts:— 

During the hurricane in the city it was dan- 
gerous to be in the streets, from large sheets of 
lead and tile pots blown down fram the tops of 
the houses; these lay in every djrection, and 
were in many instances carried by the wind to 
a great distance. The beautiful Palinetto and 
other trees which adorn the Garernore Square, 
were broken and torn down, even the lamp 
posts, &c. The wind was strongest about 9 
o'clock, at which time it shifted suddenly to N. 
W., and blew with terriffic violence. The air 
was filled with dense clouds of “spoon drift” or 
salt spray, which it was impossible to face. 
This spray was carried for half a league into 
the country and deluged the houses, entering 
every crevice and flooding the streets. The 
surf and spray was seen to dash high over the 
lantern of the Light House on the Moro Castle. 

Many houses were blown down or unroofed 
and among them the Tacon theatre, which was 
partly unroofed and received other damage. 
The streets were nearly deserted except by 
occasional detachments of soldiers, ordered to 
different posts, to give assistance where it was 
needed. 

But the wharves presented the most disas- 
trous spectacle—ships, barks and brigs and 
schooners, some crowded on top of the others, 
three tiers deep, sunk, wrecked, mismasted or 
totally crushed to pieces, with the owners, 
captains and sailors gazing upon the scene of 
destruction. Some vessels known to be in the 
harbor previous to the hurricane, have disap- 
peared, and their fate left to conjecture. As 
nothing could be seen a furlong’s length, owing 
to the showers of spray and drift which filled 
the air, and as the wind blew nearly into the 
harbor, they could not have gone out, but the 
sad spectacle of masts, spars, yards and pieces 
of wrecks which strewed the harbor, proved 
that they must have drifted into eaefRother 
and sankjor gone to pieces. Thé nvffierous 
itien of war were driven ashore and digmasted. 
“Tt is not known how many lives were i 
but bodies were s¢en floating in the har ’ 
the different dresses of seamen in the merchant 
and naval service. 

The brig Mohawk, from Newfoundland, went 
ashore at the Punta Fort, and was exposed to 
the heaviest part of the hurricane. ‘The crew 
escaped by lines being let down from the fort 
to the wreck, by which they ascended to the 
walls of the fort. 

The aceounts from the country are as yet in- 
complete in the information, and vary a great 
deal. In some districts the damage both to the 
sugar canes and the buildings on the estates 
has been immense; in others it has been some- 
what lighter. The total diminution of the 
crop, in consequence of thie calamity, will no 
doubt be very considerable, though we have not 
data enough as yet to make an estimate. Much 
will also depend on the weather we have for 
some weeks to come. 

The greater part of the Coffee crop has_per- 
ished, and almost all the plantation trees have 
been rovted up, and fields of rice destroyed, 
whereby much suffering will be occasioned, 
and imports of provisions from abroad will be 
rejuired to a great extent. 

‘The Havana Price Current of the 18th inst. 
in summing yp the loss of digasters to the ship- 
ping gives the following resylt: 

Ships sunk 11, dismasted 4, much damaged 
8, safé 4, total 27. Brigs synk 19, dismasted 12, 
much damaged 14, sale 4, total 49. Schooners 
sunk 7, dismasted 3, much damaged 2, safe 1, 
total 13. 

Steamers lost, Natchez, Tacon, Villanueva. 
Coasters sunk, upwards of 15.

Steamboat Accident.—The Tonneleuka, from 
Cincinnati, bound for this port, struck a snag 
last Saturday evening, about 18 miles below the 
city, asshe was swinging out froma woodyard 
on the Illinois side. She was run to the oppo- 
site shore of the river, where she sunk, the wa- 
ter covering the main deck, aft, tothe depth of 
two feet. ‘The boat broke in two, and is there- 
fore a loss. We understand she was insured at 
Pittsburgh, for $9,000. Some of the cargo in a 
damaged condition, will be recovered. The 
Roscoe brought up her passengers yesterday.— 
St. Louis Gazette, 


A serious and an alarming accident occurred 
yesterday to the Railroad Line which left New 
York at 64 A.M. While crossing the bridge 
over Rancocus Creek, it was discovered that the 
“draw” was not let completely down. The 
danger was imminent, as there was not suffi- 
cient time to prevent the train from reaching 
the open draw, such was the headway of the 
locomotive. ‘The conductor, brakeman and en- 
girieer behaved with the utmost coolness, and 
contrived to detach the cars just at the moment 
that the engine touched the edge of the aper- 
ture of chasm. Another instant, and the loco- 
motive wag plunged into the creek, which is 
broad and deep, and disappeared heneath the 
waters—the cars remaining, and the numerous 
passengers saved, as if by a providential fore- 
thought and coolness on the part of the indivi- 
duals we have named--from frightful danger, 
injury, wounds and death.—Phil. Inquirer.

The Duties of tie Police, 

We give below some excellent remarks from 
the*New York Tribune, in reference to the du- 
ties of Police.officers, with regard to fugitives 
from Slavery. We have been preaching the 
same doctrin& teaching the same law, for some 
time. We have efieavered to impress upon all 
classes, citizens as well as officers, that it was 
no part of their lawful duty to assist the slave 
hunter to capture and drag back his unfortu- 
nate victim. We have done so, without aid or 
countenunce ffom any other press. We think 
we have been alone, in this city, in calling 
upon our magistrates and constables and law- 
yers to refrain from polluting aid prostituting 
themselves, in the disgraceful work of robbing 
a@ poor fugitive of his priceless freedom. We 
have no doubt incurred the enmity of those 
that were panting for the price of blood. And 
we are happy to think that our labors have 
not been altogether in vain. Many conscien- 
tious officers, have been glad to find they have 
not been violating the law, in refusing to have 
any concern in such cases. Many, not so con- 
acjentious, have begun to see, that they would 
gain nothing in popularity, by meddling in 
such matters. And we think, it is not so easy 
a matter now, to kidnap and enslave, in this 
city, as it once was. We wish it were impos 
sible. Many, if not most of the city police and 
inagistrates, are Whigs. Perhapsthey distrust 
our construction of the constitution and the 
law.

The Tribune gives the following account of 
of ea case of a fugitive slave, that occurred | 


fwenty-four yearsago. These Southern slaves, | 


well treated as they arc said to be, happy and 
contented, and too degraded withal, to appre- 
ciage the blessings, always have had a passion 
for freedom. Such privation suffered by a 
white man, in consequence of his unconquera- 
ble devotion to liberty, would be heralded over 
the world, enlist the sympathies of all christen, 
dom and elevate sufferer to the rank of a 
martyr. Alas! iow contemptible does heroism 
become in the shade of a black skin. 

The following interesting account of the es- 
cape of a slave is copied {rom the Commercial 
Advertiser of some day—we know not what— 
jn the year J822. The Editor of that journal 
at phat time did nof hesitate to express the 
opjnion that the slave who had endured so 
ma in order fo escape from bondage “shoisld, 
gurely, never again be brought under the lash of 
@ task-maste;.”” We helieve the present Editors 
of the Commercial] have not yet expressed any 
opinion respecting the outrageous proceedings 
in the case of the slave George Kirk. 

“The captain of a vessel from North Caro- 
lina called upon the Police for advisement re- 
specting a slave he had unconsciously brought 

y in his vessel, under the following curious 
SE costancer: Three or four days after he had 
got tosea, he began to be haunted every hour 
with tones of distress, seemingly proceeding 
efrom a human voice, in the very lowest part of 
the vessel. A particular scratiny was finally 
instituted, and it was concluded that the crea- 
ture. whatever or whoever it might be, must 
ge gonfined down ip the run, under the cabin 
te and on hoaring a hole with an auger, de- 
manding ‘ Who's there?’ a feeble voice responded, 
‘Poor negro, Massa!” It was clear enough, then, 
that «ome ranaway negro had hid himself there 
before they sailed, trusting to~Providence for 
his ultimate escape. Having discovered him, 
however, it was impossible to give him relief,

this imperious and pitiless wretch. Some time 
alter, he was told, the favorite was disgraced, 
and, by order of the Sultan, led through the | 
streets on a camel, exposed to the insults ot 
the populace. On hearing this, the Dervise | 
ran to fetch his pebble; bat, after a moment's 
reflection, cast it into a well. ‘Il now per 

ceive,’ said he, ‘that we ought never to seck 

revenge When our enemy is powerful, for then 
it is imprudent; nor when he is involved m 
calamity, for then it is mean and cruel.’ 











Mr, Barsitow’s Kiesotutions, 
The following are the resolutions for offer- 
ing which Mr. Barstow was “expunged” fio 
the paity in New Haupsbire. 
1. Resolved, That the genius of the Amen- 
can people requires a plain, economical, Repub- 
lican Government, both in the State and Na- 
tional Administrations 
2. Resolved, That all attempts to dissolve 
the Union of the States ought to be frowned upon 
by all true patriots, and that the Union mast 
be preserved and guarded with the most jealous 
care, as the palladium of our safety 

3. Resolved, That although a just war is 
preferable toa dishonorable peace, yet the in 
terests of the American people are eminently 
opposed to all wars of conquest or of defence, 
when they can be avoided—and that, in al} our 
intercourse with foreign nations, the true and 
proper rule of conduct is, to “ask nothing that 
is not clearly right, and submit to nothing 
wrong.” 

4. Resolved, Vhat ours is a Government of 
the people-—that their will, whenever known, 
should be carried into effect, both in making 
the laws and in administering them; and that 
all offices of trust and responsibility ought, as 
far as is practicable, to be elective, and not to 
depend upon executive appointment. 

5. Resolved, That true Democracy is that 
principle which seeks the greatest good of the 
greatest number—which gives equal right to 
all, and shows favor to none—which docs not 
exalt property above man—which shows the 
same regard to the poor and unfortunate, as to 
the proud and the great —which raises up the 
humble—which imposes no unequal burdens, 
and claims no exclusive privileges—which for 
bids the strong to oppress the weak—which 
condemns all partial legislation—which pro- 
motes temperance, peace, and charity among 
men, and fosters and protects all interests with- 
in the sphere of its operation. 

6. Resolved, That universal ‘education, free 
suffrage, freedom ot speech and of the press, 
are cardinal points in the Democratic creed, 
and ought never to be surrendered os compro- 
mised, 

7. Resolved, That the people ought to retain 
the power to alter and amend all charters and 
acts of incorporation. and to repeal the same 
whenever they cease to promote the public good. 

8. Resolved, That while Democracy is the 
doctsine of equal rights, Federalism is that of 
partial legislation and exclusive privileges; 
that Federalism founds government upon 
money, While Democracy founds it upon man; 
that Federalism makes the representative the 
master of his constituents, while Democracy 
inakes him their servant; that Democracy con- 
siders man as superior to external cireumstan 
ces, while Federalism places him below them; 
that. while Federalism restrains the rights and 
fetters the progress of man by monopolies and 
charters, Democracy leaves all men free to 
acquire knowledge, accumulate wealth, and 
generally to pursue their own happiness in 
their own way, securing to them, by just laws 
all the fruits of their industry and virtue 

9. Resolved, That Federalism looks only to 
the interests of a favored few, while Democra 
cy protects the rights of the many—demands 
the liberty of all mankind—and would, by its 
example, commend the blessings of Free Gov 
ernment to all Nations of the earth. 

10. Resolved, That a genuine love of liberty, 
a hatred of tyranny, and a firm resistance to 
the further extension of slavery, are essential 
to be cultivated and cherished ut this time, in 
order for the American people to remain uni 
ted, prosperous, and free, under their present 
happy form of Government. 

1i. Resolved, That the course pursued by the 
slave party in Congress, at the last session, rel 
ative to those three subjects—Oregon, Texas 
and the Californias—evinces a determination 
to make free territory as small as possible, and 
slave territory as lsige as possible; that this is 
a just cause of alarm to the Free States, and 
calls for the 10st determined resistance to the 
further extension of Slavery. 

12. Therefore, be it Resolved, That Slavery 
ought to be prohibited in all the Territories of 
the United States acquired or to be acquired, 
and formed into new States; and that no State 
ought, hereafter, to be admitted into the Union, 
while it holds any portion of the human race in 
bondage as Slaves. 

13. Resolved, That any attempt to divide 
the State of Texas into two or more Slave 
States, should be firmly resisted; and that no 
division of Texas, or any other Slave State, 
should be made in such a manner as to increase 
the number of Siaveholding States in the 
Union. 

14. Resolved, That should the Californias be 
acquired by our Government, it should be only 
upon condition that involuntary servitude 
should be prohibited therein. 

15. Resolved, That it is both constitutional 
and expedient to abolish Slavery in the Dis- 
triet of Columbia. 

16. Resolved, That the Democracy of New 
Hampshire, with freedom, humanity, and jus- 
tice inscribed upon their banners, will go forth 
against the Federal party, in March nest, 
trusting to the justice of their cause for a glori- 
ous triumph. 

Khe Ground Broken, 

Cyrus M. Burleigh, a younger brother of 
Charles C. Burleigh, who did such efficient ser- 
vice in this city, with his anti-gallows and an- 
ti-rum lectures last fall, lately delivered four 
lectures on slavery in the Presbyterian Ciurch, 
at Emimetsburg, Maryland. Rev. Mr. Grier, 
the Presbyterian minister, gave his counte- 
nance to the lectures. There wae a good deal | 
of excitement, but no violence was offered, and 
the meetings were thought tohave made a good 
impression. In a letter to one of our exchanges 
—theé Philadelphia “Freemen,” if we remember 
aright---Mr. B. reports some facts well caleu- 
lated to jljustrate the cruel workings of our 
odious Black Laws: ~~ 

“There are but few slaves held in this imme- 
diate neighborhood, compared to the more 
southern sections of the State; but some cases 
of most heart-rending outrage and suffering or- 
car here, showing that the feeble grasp of slave- 
ry is the elateh of cruelty. My feelings have 
been very much moved at the tale of a case 
which occurred near here, a few months since. 
A col:red man from Pennsylvania went to Bal- 
timore with a cattle drover, and after the sale 
of the drove his employer paid him, and he 
started for home in a quiet, peaceable manner. 
Just before he reached the Pennsylvania line, 
he was arrested under the law which prohibits 
free colored people from coming.into the State, 
and fined $20. This he could not pay, and he 
was thrown into prison, and kept till the cost 
and fine amounted to over $70, and then sold 
for this cost. The man who bought him took 
him to the county town and sold him for life, 
and the poor man is now aslave in this county, 
with no hope of deliverance, separated forever 
from his family and friends in Pennsylvania. I 
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ruddered at the thought that dife and libesty 
wete over so unsafe: but no mountain passes in 
ltaly or Spain were ever more perilous to the 
weary traveler than are the paths of slavery to 
the colored man from the North.” 

Mr. Barleigh may be said to have broken the 
first ground on this subject, in the counties of 
this State; and we feel encouraged by the re- 
sult, as represented. But, what was thus done 
on the Pennsylvania border, we hope to see 
done elsewhere, ere long. A good deal of free- 
dom of discussion has been enjoyed in this 
city, for a year or two past, as these columns 
and the debates before the Murray Institute, 
last winter, have shown. Whereas the friends 
of the Anti-slavery Reform used to. whisper, 
now they speak—speak openly and “above 
board,” and they will continue to speak until 
Maryland is redeemed from the curse and dis- 
grace which now hang over her energies and 
her name.—Saturday Visiter.
